3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 22 
provides for two separate predetermined loading sites in which one loading site is for 
stopping the dumper so that material transported by a loader can be emptied and the 
second is so that the loader can empty material into another area of the dump box, the 
two predetermined loading sites are both selected prior to the dumper or loader arriving 
in the loading area. These limitations, in combination with the other limitations in the 
claims, were not found in the relevant prior art.
